Expressway Section Opens In Bucks

The statement came from no 
less an authority than Gov. Wil­ 
liam W. Scranton who spent an 
hour in Lower Bucks yesterday 
to dedicate the first six-mile sec­ 
tion of the Delaware Express­ 
way. 


No county in the Common­ 
wealth is growing 
more than 


[Bucks County,” Scranton told 
I some 200 spectators after he cut 


I the ribbon to officially open the 
[six - lane high-speed superhigh­ 
w a y connecting 
Route 413 in 
I Bristol Township with Route 513 
fin Bensalem Township. 


51 Miles 


Gov. Scranton called the Ex­ 
pressway “one of the most ex­ 
pensive in the entire world.” 
The 
Expressway 
(officially 
known as 
Interstate 95) 
will 
traverse southeastern Pennsyl­ 
vania for a distance of 51 miles 
when completed. Total cost will 


be $330 million, of which 90 per 
cent will be paid by the federal 
government. 


The governor told the assem­ 
blage the Expressway will play 
an important role in the indus­ 
trial and commercial growth, 
not only of Bucks County, but 
the Commonwealth as a whole. 
“The Expressway will provide 
geometrically 
p r o g r e s i v e 
growth.” he stated. 


Looking back on his first two 
years 
as 
governor, 
Scranton 
said he enjoyed having growing 
pains rather than ‘‘the trials 


and 
tribulations 
of 
despair 
which we had in 1962.’' 


Scranton concluded his seven-

speech by

Following the ribbon cutting, 
Governor Scranton led a cara­ 
van of some 50 cars over the 
new route from the Woodhaven 
interchange

Henrv D. Harral, Secretary 
Scranton Snip Makes It Official 
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of Highways, told the audience 
‘‘this road is for all the people 
of the Commonwealth. . . for all 
the people of the nation.” 


He noted that the Express­ 
way, when completed sometime 
before 1972, will replace U.S. 
Route I as the main East Coast 
highway from Maine to Florida. 


Of the overall Expressway cost. 
Harral said ifs the most costly

ROME (UPI) — Sidebumed 
I Irish actor Richard Harris has 
his own ideas about acting the 
Biblical part of Cain. 
“You’re wrong,” he tells those 
• who suggest he has been cast 
as a villain. 
In fact, playing the eldest 
son of Mother Eve in Dino de 
Laurentiis’ production of “The 
Bible” has turned Harris into 
an apologist for the brother of 
Abel. 
“Cain was the first modern 
man,” Harris says. Then, quot­ 
ing the Bible, he recalls that 
Cain was cursed to be “a fugi­ 
tive and a vagabond” after kil­ 
ling Abel. 
He admits Cain lifted 
his 
hand against Abel and that it 
was not right of him to do so 
“But Cain was provoked. He 
was a practical man. Maybe 
. when he gave his offering to 
God, he didn’t give the best of 
his crop. But maybe he thought, 
‘who should I waste the best? 
Why not use that part and sac­ 
rifice what’s left over.’ ” 
Harris cites the scriptural de­ 
scription of Cain as a “tiller 
„ of the ground” while his broth­ 
er Abel 
“was 
a 
keeper of 
sheep.” 
“Abel’s was the old nomadic 
I way of life,” Harris goes on. 
“He was maybe the one who 
' goes up into the mountain to 
think. But Cain was today’s in- 
. dustrialist. He planted the seeds 
• and built the first city. 
“God didn’t strike Cain down. 
Of course, he exiled him and 
put the mark on his forehead. 
Catholics call that mark sin. 
But the way he went around 
and nobody was 
allowed 


touch him, it was more like the 
mark of the very important 
person (vip).” 
Harris says he has talked 
over his interpretation of the 
part with priests and theolog­ 
ians. 
He didn’t say any of 
them had agreed with him. 
But his director, fellow Irish­ 
man John Huston, has so far 
gone along with Harris’ version 
of Cain. 
“It’s kind of anti-Catholic,” 
says Harris, who is a Catholic 
himself.

future may hold in store, Cimar­ 
ron is still winning in the struggle

Hellier, Ky., is not. 
Hellier is a coal town where the 
mine has closed. It is a place 
where, as March says, “nobody 
is one too many, 
for there is no 
alternate industry to absorb the 
jobless miners. 
The people of Hellier ask only 
to perpetuate and enjoy the uni­ 
que and simple pleasures ot their 
fathers — they ask only for a job 
so that life is not a battle of attri­ 
tion. 
But a job is not forthcoming.

Among the elements that have 


b r o u g h t 
Hellier to 
its present 
state are unfarmable land, fail­ 
ures of small farms, technological 
mining advances, veins giving out, 
inability 
or lack of desire to at­ 
tract industry', and the listless 
spirit of a people dulled by almost 
two decades of despair. 
In the words of Tom Gish, editor 
of the “ Mountain Eagle” in near­ 
by Whitesburg, Ky., “the small 
town is a miniature, something of 
a democracy in action. 
“And when a small town dies, 
wherv a town such as Hellier dies, 
a bit of America dies with it.”

For Hellier then, the most fit­ 
ting requiem is perhaps the strains 
of the Appalachian folk song that 
permeate the total bleakness of 
the surroundings as March closes 
the sequence: 
“Nothing is what I wish it

In marked contrast, Greenville, 
Maine, stands as the prototype for 
all the shining images that o n e 
could ever 
conjure

“Smalltown, U.S.A.” 
Nestled in a lush setting, its

streets seem to tell each visitor 
that Greenville is “a good place 
to grow up.” 
Over the years, this community 
has seen little change. People have 
come and gone but the town, the 
New England woods, and t h e 
crisp, clean air have remained in­ 
violate.

which countless generations have 
been searching. 


And perhaps in a sense it does. 
Yet, as March points out, the tran­ 
sient nature of this type of small 
town defies tradition — “it is root­ 
less and a long way from home.”

“I’ve enjoyed every year of my 
life here. I’ve been outside some, 
even spent a week in Greenwich 
Village.

In Bradenton, Fla., we see a dif­ 
ferent type of small town, a type 
devised to satisfy the needs of the 
20th century. It is clean, safe, and 
—depending on your taste—beau­ 
tiful. 


There is no unemployment, no 
fear of drought and no lack of 
things to do. 


Bradenton’s populace falls into 
two broad categories: the migra­ 
tory people employed chiefly in 
construction 
and 
harvesting 
or 
who are in the armed forces, and 
the retired who enjoy the freedom 
their trailer gives them. 


A casual observer might think 
that Bradenton achieves all the 
aims of that elusive Utopia for 


Still another type of small town 
is Bossier City, La. Bossier is a 
classic example of the 20th cen­ 
tury paradox that to survive as a 
town, a town must become a city. 


In the last 24 years, Bossier has 
grown from a hamlet of 5,000 to a 
sprawling series of highway vil­ 
lages merged into a conglomera­ 
tion harboring 37,000 prosperous, 
if not frustrated, residents. 


Bossier now boasts 35 churches, 
15 schools and two newspapers. It 
is served by five railroads and 
three airports, and it has several 
factories and a large military 
base. 


This phenomenal attainment*has 


I 
been brought about largely by the 
creation of dining and dancing 
places lining the various high­ 
ways. 


These places have kept many of 
the young people from migrating 
to larger communities. The truth 
is, Bossier’s attractions are prob­ 
ably a lot “livelier” than any of 
the 
young 
folk 
are 
likely 
to 
find elsewhere. 


Thus, Bossier’s survival seems 
assured. A traditionalist, however, 
would undoubtedly feel that the 
price — economic security at the 
expense of cultural heritage — is 
far too much to pay. 


For the closing sequence 
of 
“Smalltown,” 
March takes 
the 
viewer back to Cimarron where 
the sun is s e t t i n g over the 
surrounding 
fields. 
He 
reviews 
what he has seen, and suggests 
that while the small town must 
change to fulfill the needs of the 
present, the ideals of the small 
town can and should be incorporat­ 
ed into the larger communities of 
the future: 


“In some quarters, ‘God B l e s s 
America’ might be considered old­ 
fashioned. But so are democracy 
and mother love.”
